It was originally organized for the purpose of placing 
the Haverhill Turn-Sole Channeler on the market, but trade 
conditions demanded that we add other machines to our 
output, and, as a consequence, many additions have since 
been made. 


From the first, we have made a specialty of machines for 
the manufacture of turned shoes, but, within the past few years, 
we have put out a number of machines for welts, and have the 
American agency of a large manufacturer of shoe-machinery 
in England. We are now able to furnish almost any standard 
shoe machine, at short notice, and, as the tariff on shoe machin- 
ery has been removed, to furnish imported machinery at reason- 
able prices. | 

The more important of the new machines which we have 
produced have been perfected after many years of practical 
tests, In meeting the most exacting of conditions, and those 
which we have produced are not only distinctly superior to all 
others now on the market, doing similar work, but notable 
steps in the art of shoe-making have been made in their pro- 
duction, and large reductions in manufacturing costs have 
been secured by their use.

The first to produce a turn-sole channeler which did not 
mutilate the between-subtance ;— 

The first to produce a turn-sole sewer, which would 
satisfactorily sew a very light sole, and set the stiches uniformly 
tight at any speed, and also to make a satisfactory application 
of an electric motor and electric heaters to an inseamer;— 

The first to produce a heeling machine which would 
attach a high heel in one section ;— 

And we have been the first in various other, perhaps, 
less notable instances, which might be noted.
